And  npw,  in  response  to  aany  requests  for  ne  to  expound  on  sone  of  these 
variants,  to  share  the  benefits  of  ay  worldly  knowledge  and  generally  aake  an 
ass  of  myself ,  here  for  starters  is  a  brief  sua  ary  of  the  aore  significant 
changes  aade  to  the  noraal  gaae  of  Diplomacy  that  go  to  aalre  up  the  gane  of.. 

ABSTRACT  IQiT 

The  action  takes  piece  froa  1914,  moves  being  aade  in  2  consecutive  aonths , 
builds  following  in  September,  December,  Larch  and  June.     The  gaae  automatically 
ends  in  Deceaber  1S1C  if  it  hasn't  done  already. 

There  cje  48  su..ply  centres  as  opposed  to  34,  each  player  starting  off 
with  one  aore  unit  than  in  the  regular  gane'.     There  are,  therefore ,  5  aore 
neutral  sc's.     There  are  C5  land  provinces  as  opposed  to  58  and  32  sea  3paces 
as  opposed  to  IS.     Th&  only  na^oc  -eztenaioa  -to  the  board,  .takes  into  account 
the  full  southern  mediterranean  coast  covering  korocco,  Algeria,  Tunis,  Libya, 
Egypt,  Palestine  and  Arabia  and  including  several  .aore  sea  spaces  halta  Sea, 
Cypriote  Sea  etc.    Host  countries  have  been  broken  down  into  slightly  finer 
detail  i.e.  usually  G  provinces  as  opposed  to  about  6. e.g.  England  gains 
Plymouth  and  Ireland,  Italy  gains  Sardinia  and  Sicily,  Spain  becomes  4-  prov- 
inces instead  of  1,  the  I- lack  3ea(country?)  becomes  £  spaces  etc. etc.  Some 
provinces  change  their  name  and  size  completely  e.g.  Sevastopol  makes  way  for 
Odessa  and  Caucasus,  Trieste  becomes  Croatia  and  hara,  and  so  on. 

One  particularly  novel  feature  is  the  li.  itrtion  of  fleet  movement  in  the 
Arctic  Circle,  during  the  winter  months,  . the  Arctic  Ocean,  Barents  Gea,  Lapland, 
Archangel  and  Iceland  being  the  main,  sufferer 3. 

Fleets  become  much  aore  versatile  when  transporting  armies,  for  example, 
an  army  ir.  London  can  board  a  fleet  in  the  English  Channel,  sail  with  the  fleet 
into  the  Kid  Atlantic  Ocean  and  disembark  in  Portugal,  ALL  during  one  turn. 
Again,  A(S.ar)  boards  F(GoL)  sails    to  hi .'3  and  diseabarks  in  Tunis.    Armies  are 
allowed  to  sail  about  aboard  a  fleet  without  the  need  for  disembarking  for  up  tc 
S  consecutive  moves .    This  unit  becomes  known  as  a/j1.
